STATEMENT OF PURPOSE
RS27437 / H0410

Vehicle owners are required to purchase and display license plates on their vehicles. Currently, license plates
must be replaced every seven (7) years regardless of condition. This legislation adjusts the length of time that
a license plate is valid from seven (7) years to ten (10) years, and allows vehicle owners a slight reprieve from
having to replace license plates at a more frequent interval.

FISCAL NOTE

would only 1mpact the Plate Manufacturlng Account (PMA) as prescrlbed in 49-450A. This proposal would

result in an approximately 285,000 decrease in the number of plates produced per year over the next three fiscal
years, resulting in an additional cost to the PMA of approximately $54,000. However, once the first three years
passed there would be no ongoing impact to the PMA, except that ITD will be issuing/producing approximately
125,000 less plates per year.
